Rancho Olan, about fifteen miles inland 
on the Mexican side. Me moved out again 
that night and reached the ranch of Sefior 
Eufracio Martinez the next afternoon. 


_ Under Orders from Villa. 
1 had been talking with the Mexi-. 
can guarding me, all the way. I have 
lived among them so long that I know 
their ways. He told me that he and his 
comrades were acting under orders from 
Villa. He said Villa is taking over 
many Carrancistas who want to go with 
him to fight the gringos. He said the 
order had been given to kill all Amer- 
icans, men, women, and children, but 
to @pare the Germans because the Ger- 
mans were helping Villa. 

“I didn’t believe what he said about, 
the Germans, but I saw my cue and be- 
gan acting on it at once. I immediately 
became a German. I told them that they 
shouldn't ki me because my father and 
mother were Germans. I told them that 
they shouldn't kill Payne because he 
was really a Mexican. 


Deemer to Death House. 

Payne and I agreed that we would 
stick together.

On the road of the Serbian retreat—on 


carts were moving slowly along. At last 
came thegnuch desired flour for the army 
—the drivers, 
dans in peasants’ clothes with rough tur- 
bans wound round their heads, walking 
beside the oxen, as day after day they had 
walked for months—on the long trek 
from Bulgaria. 

“Trenches, mere scoops in the ground 
and hastily thrown up mounds of earth, 
showed where the Serbians had made 
their stands, and every few hundred feet 
were skinned (the hides are valuable) 
carcasses of animals—horses and oxen, 
with great dogs like Eskimo huskies tear- 
ing silently at their flesh, who raised their 
eyes and stared at us as we passed. 

At Prelep, a brown town—brown with 
the brown of mud and of Bulgarian faces 
and uniforme—we wound our way 
through narrow streets, mere alleys of 
open booths, to lunch in a filthy inn, the 
best the places afforded. We shared our 
food with the officer in charge and some 
of the soldiers.

They did not know that à friend was 
passing. Through the mountain air so 
still and clear you could hear a German 
motor grunting and coughing its way up 
the far side of the pass. At the top the 
mist had cleared away and we saw the 
road loop after loop like a whip lash— 
hundreds of them lying below us. 


Wild Ride Down Mountain. 
The blue figures of an Austrian trans- 
port train—some of the soldiers with the 
red fez—Austrians from Bosnia and 
Herzegovina were toiling up it, horses 
straining. men swearing, our chauffeur, 
gayly humming a little Balkan tune,

Sacks of flour were stacked 
high beside it. When we opened the 


door a shaggy figure in a long hooded

Thick and Thin Bulgarians. 

The other correspondent, Capt. Tsenoff, 
the officer in charge of us, and I ‘walked 
down the road. We had become great 
friends with Tsenoff, who was a thin 
Buigarian. I divided them into two 
classes—thick and thin—oriental and Slav. 

The moon had come up and we sat down 
on the parapet of a Roman bridge. In 
the distance was a sound Ike our west- 
ern coyotes barking and yapping. Teenoff 
stopped whistling Wagner—he had been 
educated in Austria. 

Have either of you a pistol, "he asked. 
I left mine in the motor. Neither of us| 
had. We thought he was joking. 

“ Then we had better walk on,” he said, 
“it is a dog pack and they are reallpdan- 

We limped into Velles on hoes tires 
through the dim buiks of hundreds of 
German transport automobiles drawn up 
by the roadside. Not a bed to be had, 
every corner taken for the soldiers. Mac- 
kenson and his chief of staff, Von Seckt, 
had arrived. . 

Why ‘it is one never hears the name 
of Gen. von Seckt out of Germany? In 
their army he is considered one of if 
not the cleverest men they have. 


Messenger to Bring Baggage. 
The German station commandant--in 
each of the conquered towns there are two 
—one Bulgarian, one German. This one 
was a blond Oberammergau type, said 
there was a telegram for Frau. Farwell, 
“Your luggage will arrive in charge cf 
Lieut.— tomorrow, signed by the Ger- 
man intelligence officer at Monastir. 

We spent most of the night at Velles 
in the red cross rest station, only two 
walls of the rallway station were left 
from the Bulgatiam bombardment, sol- 
diers asleep on the floor and on the racks 
around the walls intended to hold 
stretchers. 

We pushed tne er relations 
away from the only table and annexed 
it ourselves. The Bulgarian statiqn 
commandant had come in and we dealt 
out chicken legs from our basket to him 
and some of the cleaner soldiers. The 
other correspondent with his feet on 
the stove beside those of a bright eyed 
little Bulgarian in a captain's uniform | 
was deep in conversation. I heard the 
captain say he had been a hobo in 
America for two years. ; 


Brigand Quiet Looking Man. 
“The life I led there. he went. on, 
“was very like my comitage life here 
in the Balkans. I ought to know, Il am 
Kajonoff.” 1 
The commandant nodded, Capt. Kajo- 
noff is a real comitage. For twenty 


Ww at him—was that quiet little 
man the noted Bulgarian brigand? In 
a gentle voice he told us how he had 
spent months with his band, hidden in 
the highest and most inaccessible parts 
of the mountains—descending on the 
villages when he needed food, to plunder 
or terrorize the peasants into joining 
the Bulgarian church. 

“When we had money. we. lived. in 
Sofia in the winter, he said. The gov- 
ernment could not recognize us offi- 
cially, but every summer we crossed 
the border separately, going softly, 
softly carrying dur guns. It anything 
moved in front of us we killed it firet 
before it could kill us.“ 

A military train puffed up and the com- 
mandant helped us into a grain car. Not 
to be outdone in politeness by the Ger- 
mane, he he afterwards brought my luggage 
himself on * second stage from Velles 
o Scoplje. 


The trein crawled along at a nals 
pace. We spent three bitter cold hours 
sitting on the floor of the car. The light 
of a candle stuck beside ue shining on 
the white wool clothes of the general's 
peasant relatives huddled in the corner— 
on the sleeping faces of the soldiers and 
the figure of Kajonoff swaying back and 
forth. Standing up, he took cat naps 
leaning on his sword.

Discovery, ot a new and effective antidote 


for the most potent of all poisons, bichlo- 

ride of mercury, was announced here to- 
day before the Illinois State Medical so- 
ciety by Dr. B. Merrill Ri€ketts of Cin- 
cinnati, who has a wide reputaton as a 
surgeon. 

There is nothing mysterious about the 
antidote. Itiscalcum sulphide. Hitherto 
the most common antidete has been 
sodium bicarbonate. Dr. Ricketts’ di- 
rections for administering the drug in 
2 of bichlorde poisoning are as fol- 

ws: ' 

For each grain of bichloride swallowed 
give one grain of calcium sulphide by 
mouth every two hours for five.doses. If 
treatment is not begun till forty-eight 
hours after the poisoning, give ofie grain ~ 
to one ounce of water intraveinous—that 
is, injected into the veina. 


Saved Several Already. 

Dr. Ricketts said the discovery was 
made in his laboratory in Cineinnat sev- 
eral weeks ago, and he related several in- 
stances where the treatment has been 
successfully tried. 

One woman in California, he said, had 
taken eighty grains of bichloride of mer- 
cury, and the neutralizing effect of cal- 
cium sulphide saved her life. :
